War Savings Certificates and War 
Savings Stamps, to enable Canadians 
of small means to put their resources 
behind the Dominion’s war effort, 
went on sale throughout Canada on 
Monday morning. 

The *‘baby bonds’’ are being sold 
by chartered banks, trust companies, 
bond dealers, and the post office. 

Dealers reported a fairly brisk de- 
mand, considering that the savings 
plan will continue for the duration 
of the war and that no time limit is 
set on purchases. 

Individual holdings are being 
limited to a $500.00 maturity-value 
purchased in any calendar year. 

A nation wide appeal for sales of 
the certificates was issued Sunday 
evening by Hon, J. L. Ralston, fed- 
eral finance minister, and Minister 
of Justice Ernest Lapointe. when 
they spoke over the CBC network.

Goods As War Necessity | 


And To Stabilize Prices 


War has sent the Dominion gov- 
ernment into business, but it is to 
protect producers rather than to 
make profits, The government or its; 
agents now buy and sell such diversi- 
fied commodities as wheat, canned 
Jobster, bacon and ham, apples, fibre | 
flax seed, foundation potato seed and 
other seeds, Other commodities may 
be added from time to time.
